Washington, Jan. 26 (/P) — The 
United States has asked Peru to 
settle its controv ersy with Co­ 
lombia ov er the town of Leticia 
in a peacefu l way and not re­ 
sort to warfare. 
Secretary Stimson addressed a 
note to the Peru v ian foreign 
minister, calling u pon that na­ 
tion to respect its obligations 
u nder the Briand-Kellogg peace 
pact. 
This note was sent last night 
ev en as a floatilla of Colombian 
gu nboats sailed u p the Amazon 
toward Leticia where Peru v ian 
troops were stationed to protect 
Peru v ian nationals who seized 
the town from Colombian au ­ 
thorities in September. 
Colombia was giv en the town 
by treaty in 1922 and has re­ 
fu sed all concilliation efforts 
pending its retu rn to her on the 
grou nd the q u estion is an in­ 
ternal one. 
The Stimson note went for­ 
ward after the secretary of state 
had sou ght to marshal world 
opinion u nder the Kellogg pact 
to prev ent fighting between the 
two Sou th American cou ntries. 
He conferred with the ambassa­ 
dors of Great Britain, France, 
Germany , Italy and Jap an as 
representativ es of powers signa­ 
tory to the Kellogg treaty . 
Stimson ex pressed concern in 
his note ov er reports of military 
preparations and

“News is a commodity that is 
little affected by booms or de­ 
pressions. The newsaper, howev ­ 
er, is a certain barometer of con­ 
ditions. When bu siness is bad, 
adv ertising falls off, and adv er­ 
tising is the life blood of the p a­ 
per. 
“Bu t news is something else. 
We hav e ju st as mu ch politics to 
work with; ju st as many acci­ 
dents; ju st as many wars and 
ru mors of wars. News, like the 
poor, with alway s hav e with u s. 
“There is a magic q u ality 
abou t news. You hav e a piece of 
information and tell it to me. 
You still hav e it and I also hav e 
it. 
“All of which brings u s to the 
su bject at hand. The Associated 
Press is the su per ex change me­ 
diu m of newspaperdom. It is one 
of those great organizations with 
which most people come in con­ 
tact daily and y et few persons 
hav e a clear idea of its scope and 
its workings. 
“Formerly the work was hid­ 
den in anony mity bu t in recent 
y ears it was decided to label the 
produ ct and now y ou will notice 
at the right of the dateline on 
dispatchs 
the 
little 
logoty pe 
“AP.” 
“The Associated Press is a p i­ 
oneer of cooperativ e organiza­ 
tions. Briefly it is a u nion of p er­ 
sons representing approx imately 
1,300 morning, ev ening and Su n­ 
day newspapers hav ing for its 
pu rpose the collection and dis­ 
tribu tion of the news of the 
world. 
“It has its own leased wires 
which form a network across the 
continent from Bangor, Maine 
to Seattle and from San Diego, 
California, to Jacksonv ille. The 
total distance of this leased wire 
sy stem is approx imately 225 ,000 
miles. 
“The idea of the Associated 
Press had its birth shortly after 
the Civ il War when, with the 
spread of telegraph line throu gh­ 
ou t the 
cou ntry , newspapers 
ceased being merely prov incial 
jou rnals chronicalling the news 
of the neighborhood. It was ap ­ 
p arent that each of these papers 
cou ld not independently gather 
the news of the world and it 
was decided to band together for 
this pu rpose. Ultimately throu gh 
the geniu s of the late Melv ille E. 
Stone, the dream became a real- 
ity . 
“In order to carry ou t this ex ­ 
change it was necessary to create 
an organization to do the work. 
It was seen that su ch an organi­ 
zation shou ld be entirely non­ 
political, non-sectarian and non 
profit making. 
“There are approx imately 75 
su ch bu reau s in each of which 
the staff v aries from a single 
correspondent to as many as fif­ 
ty in the larger centers. Each of 
these bu eau s acts as a clearing 
hou se for that p articu lar com­ 
mu nity . 
“For ex ample, the Indianap o­ 
lis bu reau is responsible for all 
news dev eloping in Indiana. We 
hav e approx imately 45 member 
papers in the state and each of 
these newspapers is obligated to 
su pply the association with news 
dev eloping in its commu nity . In 
Ru shv ille we depend u pon Mr. 
Hiner to notify u s by phone or 
telegraph when something of 
more than local interest hap ­ 
pens here or in this v icinity . In 
addition we 
hav e 
scores of 
“string” correspondents in small­ 
er towns. 
Each state has its central bu ­ 
reau like Indianapolis. In some 
states, su ch as Ohio there may 
be two or three bu reau s. 
44 In all of 'the principal cap i­ 
tals of Eu rope similar bu reau s 
are maintained. There are one- 
man bu reau s at Warsaw and 
Constantinople 
and 
a 
dozen 
men each at London and Paris. 
There are also indiv idu al corres­ 
pondents throu ghou t the cou n­ 
tries who rep ort to ou r bu reau s. 
We hav e bu reau s in Peiping and 
Shanghai

“The Associated Press also has 
contractu al relations with the

term “thirty ” means the end of 
the day ’s work bu t it has little 
meaning for A. P. men, for no 
sooner hav e we cleared the desks 
for the afternoon papers than 
work is begu n on stores for mor­ 
ning papers. By midnight the 
grou nd work has been laid for 
the early rep ort of the nex t day . 
And so on arou nd the clock. 
“The only time ou r wires are 
still is from 3 o’clock Su nday 
morning u ntil 3 o’clock Su nday 
afternoon and ev en then hu n­ 
dreds of A. P. men throu ghou t 
the world are bu sy gathering 
news. Each state correspondent 
is ex pected to keep in tou ch with 
the telegraph office so that in 
case any big news breaks, the 
member papers may be p rotect­ 
ed. 
“On the wall of ou r Chicago 
office is a legend that ev ery min­ 
u te an A. P. p ap er is going to 
press. This is almost literally 
tru e when y ou consider the dif­ 
ference in time from New York 
to Manila for the A. P. serv es p a­ 
pers not only in continental 
United States bu t in Mex ico, 
Sou th America, Central America, 
Hawaii, the Philippines, Alaska 
and ev en in Spain. 
“Perhap s y ou hav e wondered 
at the speed shown in handling 
imp ortant news. The death of 
Mr. Coolidge first came across 
the wires like this—flash Cool­ 
idge fou nd dead at home. From 
that 
moment 
on, 
e d i t o r s 
throu ghou t the cou ntry cleared 
their decks for action. There was 
only one story after that. The 
flash was followed immediately 
by bu lletins giv ing details of the 
passing of the former president. 
The biographical sketch was re­ 
leased. 
‘ Now I shall let y ou in on a 
secret. In ev ery newspaper office 
there is a library room, com­ 
monly known as the morgu e, 
which contains biographies of 
ev ery p rominent person in the 
cou ntry , the state and city . With 
the flashing of a death, the edi­ 
tor can pu ll ou t the “obit” and 
bang—ou t goes the first ex tra, 
pictu res and all. 
“Sometimes where some celeb­ 
rity may linger in illness for sev ­ 
eral day s, the newspapers will 
hav e mu ch of this biographical 
material in ty pe. A y ear or so 
ago, King George was critically 
ill. Newspapers throu ghou t the 
world had colu mns of material in 
ty pe telling of his life, his fam­ 
ily , all abou t the Prince of Wales, 
etc. Bu t the king fooled them 
and got well. Proofs were made 
of the material and the ty pe 
dou btless went back into the hell 
box . 
“One of the big jobs for the 
Associated Press is acting as u n­ 
official compiler of election re­ 
tu rns. For more than forty y ears 
this serv ice has been giv en. You 
knew early election night that 
Gov ernor Roosev elt had been 
elected president. 
“It is a complicated and tedi­ 
ou s job. We started bu ilding ou r 
election machine late in Septem­ 
ber. First we had to get in tou ch 
with correspondents in each of 
the 92 cou nties of the state. We 
sent instru ctions telling ju st 
what was wanted. Printed forms 
were prepared and mailed to 
each correspondent so that each 
wou ld rep ort in ex actly the same 
way . Tabu lation sheets were p re­ 
pared and a dozen bank tellers 
were employ ed to total u p the 
retu rns. 
“The A. P. does not gu ess. 
When it say s a certain candidate 
is leading, y ou can be su re it is 
so. The official cou nt will not 
be av ailable for sev eral weeks 
and althou gh we may know the 
ou tcome, 
we 
keep 
right 
on 
cou nting u ntil ev ery precinct of 
ev ery cou nty of the state has 
been heard from. 
“Other featu res of the A. P. 
are the handling of news photo- 
grapihs, news featu res, and mis­ 
cellaneou s material. If y ou like 
real competition, y ou will find it 
in the bu sness of news photog­ 
raphy . Airplanes, trains, ev en 
dog sleds are u sed to speed pic­ 
tu res arou nd the world. And, of 
cou rse, when they are real hot, 
they go by telephoto. 
“Newspaper work is interest­ 
ing bu t it has its du ll moments. 
It is not q u ite so hectic as the 
mov ie stories make it appear. 
Most of u s hav e ambitions and 
hopes similar to y ou rs. Its ju st 
ou r p art in the drama of life.”

Th e oppon en ts of gov ern men t operation of th e 
h u ge Mu scle Sh oals plan t h av e, so far, been su c­ 
cessfu l in th eir figh t again st legislation wh ich 
wou ld in ject th e federal gov ern men t in to th e 
electric power an d fertilizer bu sin ess. Bu t n ow 
it seems th at an oth er ch apter is to be written in 
th is twelv e-y ear-old con trov ersy after th e in ­ 
comin g Presiden t an d Con gress are seated in 
power. 
Th ere was mu ch in terest man ifested in th e re­ 
cen t trip made to th e wartime project by Presi­ 
den t-elect Roosev elt an d th e con gression al party 
h eaded by Sen ator Norris of Nebraska. Before 
th e trip it was gen erally con ceded th at Roosev elt 
was in fav or of gov ern men t operation of th e 
plan t an d on th at occasion h e made defin ite 
statem en ts wh ich leav e n o dou bt in th e m atter. 
Legislation con cern in g Mu scle Sh oals h as been 
h otly con tested on man y occasion s. Th ere are 
man y in terestin g argu men ts on both sides of 
th e qu estion . It is to be lamen ted th at su ch a 
great project as th is, created du rin g th e World 
War to fill th e n eeds of n itrates for military 
pu rposes, an d costin g million s of dollars in tax 
mon ey sh ou ld be abru ptly aban don ed an d left 
to ru in . It wou ld afford a great sou rce of ch eap 
power an d of mu ch n eeded ch eap fertilizer to 
farmers. 
On th e oth er h an d, operation by th e gov ern ­ 
men t wou ld mean th at it wou ld be in competition 
with priv ate in du stry wh ich wou ld lead to price 
cu ttin g an d n eedless loss. Th ere is already ample 
power facilities in th e territory th at it wou ld 
serv e. An d th ere wou ld be man y complication s 
arisin g. 
At least it will be in terestin g to see wh at be­ 
comes of th e mov emen t u n der th e n ew regime of 
gov ern men t. It seems to be v ery possible th at 
th e legislation for federal operation will pass th e 
n ew Con gress an d if it does, receiv in g th e official 
approv al of th e Presiden t, it will ten d to con ­ 
clu siv ely prov e wh eth er or n ot gov ern men t own ­ 
ersh ip an d operation of an in du strial en terprise 
can be su ccessfu l.
